Shields, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. K. 
Shields, of near Hogestown, and a 
teacher in the Sunday 
school 
of 
Wise’s charge. 
After the disposi­ 
tion of the case 
Monday 
night, 
however, there was nothing to in­ 
dicate what course the interrupted 
romance might follow for the girl 
had returned home with her p ar­ 
ents and neither she nor Wise had 
announced their intentions. 
At the 
hearing, 
Mrs. 
George 
Naee, who brought the charge, ap­ 
peared as one of the witnesses but 
Wise’s attorney called forth other 
testimony which tended 
to 
show 
that the Salem church was not an 
organized body and that there was 
actually 
no 
definite 
“tre a su ry ” 
from which the aged pastor could 
misappropriate funds. 
Among the 
witnesses called by 
the 
defense 
were Annie Shields and her sister, 
Clara, the latter having been the 
unofficial treasurer of the congre­ 
gation. 
Not Sufficient Evidence 
In dismissing the case, Justice 
of the Peace Cornman announced 
that there was not sufficient 
evi­ 
dence against Wise to w arrant his 
being held for court. 
Wise and Annie Shields 
disap­ 
peared from the Salem church last 
Wednesday and 
caused 
a 
wide 
search to be made at the instiga­ 
tion of the girl’s parents and mem­ 
bers of the congregation. 
They 
were located early Saturday m orn­ 
ing at a cottage near Dillsburg, on 
the Fast Berlin 
road, 
and 
the 
charge of misappropriating church 
funds w’as lodged against Wise at 
that time. 
Girl Silent On Question 
“ Will you m arry m e ? ” preacher 
Wise asked Annie immediately fel­ 
lowing the hearing and his dis­ 
charge from custody. 
The question was addressed to 
the young woman as she sat 
be­ 
tween her m other and father in the 
office of the Mechanicsburg justice. 
Two day? before she had been 
ardent in her protestation of love 
for tho elderly evangelist, but now 
she was silent. 
But her parents weren’t. 
There was a heated outpouring 
of words. 
The father put much fooling into 
the charge that Wise had broken 
his “promise” and that he had “ in­ 
fluenced” the young woman. 
“I didn’t ” was the prom pt re- 
i tort. 
He passionately declared that he 
and the girl were in love with each 
other and th a t nothing wrong had 
been dom* that they are “man and 
wife in the sight of God.” 
Then the mother 
entered 
the* 
list, declaring that her 
daughter 
had been “enticed,” and th a t “she 
admitted she didn’t know w hat she 
was doing when she

with Wise.

It was evident that the parents 
disapproved of Wise as a son-in- 
law.
